A  report  of  the  growth  of  member¬ 
ship  and  growth  of  giving  for  the 
various  denominations  during  the 
period  of  1925-1949  has  Just  been 
published:  In  this  period  Southern 
Baptists  had  an  increase  In  member¬ 
ship  of  67  per  cent  and  an  Increase 
In  giving  of  319  per  cent.  The  na¬ 
tional  average  for  all  denominations 
was  36  per  cent  in  membership  in¬ 
crease  and  80  per  cent  in  giving. 

Why  have  Southern  Baptists  been 
able  to  make  such  a  marvelous  rec¬ 
ord?  My  answer  is  this — we  have 
tried  to  keep  on  the  right  track.  We 
have  preached  the  Gospel  as  we  find 
it  in  the  Book.  We  have  realized  that 
men  are  lost  without  Christ  and  we 
have  sought  to  win  them.  We  have 
majored  on  evangelism  and  enlist¬ 
ment,  not  on  the  ills  which  trouble 
the  body  politic.  We  have  gone  after

Follow¬ 
ing  the  messages  each  night,  those 
who  wish  to  -have  personal  confer¬ 
ences  with  any  of  the  workers  make 
their  requests  on  cards  which  are 
given  out.  Many  of  these  requests 
came  during  the  meeting. 

A  similar  meeting  was  sponsored  by 
the  Southside  Church  last  year  and 
according  to  Mr.  Landrum,  a  vast 
difference  can  be  seen  in  the  attitude 
of  the  prisoners  for  several  months.

INDIANA  METHODISTS  BAR 
FEDERAL  AID  TO  HOSPITAL 

Bloomington,  Ind.  —  (RNS)  —  Op¬ 
position  to  acceptance  of  federal 
funds  by  any  of  its  institutions  was 
expressed  in  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  119th  Indiana  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  here. 

Specifically,  the  Conference  went 
on  record  as  against  the  acceptance 
of  federal  fu^s  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Methodist  hospital  in 
Indianapolis  for  any  building  pur¬ 
poses. 

In  another  resolution,  the  Confer¬ 
ence  opposed  federal  aid  to  parochial 
schools  of  any  denomination. 

The  Conference  adopted  a  resolu¬ 
tion  on  mixed  marriages  warning 
Methodists  against  contracting  mar¬ 
riage  with  Roman  Catholics  “under 
the  conditions  Imposed  by  the  exist¬ 
ing  Roman  Catholic  canonical  law." 

Objection  was  also  voiced  to  the 
appointment  of  any  ambassador  to 
the  Vatican.

Korean  War  Will  Not  Change 
Preaching  Mission  To  Japan 

Richmond,  Virginia  —  (BP)  —  Th< 
preaching  mission  to  Japan  scheduled 
lor  this  fall  will  be  carried  out  despita 
the  war  crisis  in  Korea.  The  an¬ 
nouncement  was  made  by  Dr.  Baker 
James  Cauthen,  Southern  Baptist 
foreign  mission  secretary  for  th< 
Orient.  “There  is  no  change  in  plans 
at  all,”  he  said.  “If  we  have  an  out¬ 
break  of  a  world  war,  of  course,  that 
would  change  it,  but  there  is  no 
question  at  all  about  the  Japanese 
preaching  mission.  Now  we  are  going 
right  ahead  with  all  plans  for  the 
preaching  mission  and  sending  out 
missionaries  to  Japan.”

(Editor's  note:  Here  is  a  chal< 
lenKing  statement  by  Lawson  H. 
Cooke,  Southwide  Brotherhoud 
Secretary). 

In  discussing  ihc  C^IH‘ralive 
Program  we  usually  present  it  as 
tile  main  line  of  support  of  our 
home  and  foreign  mission  i\ork, 
as  well  as  the  work  carried  on  by 
the  various  Ixsirds,  institutions, 
commissions  and  committet's  of 
the  Soiitliern  Baptist  C.onvention. 
In  other  worils,  we  look  upon  the 
(”oo|)erative  Program  as  a  ^ilan  for 
financing  all  of  the  work)  of  the 
SBC,  which  ^is  true.  Idowever, 
practically  all  of  our  stpfe  mission 
work  also  receives  i(s  financial 
support  through  the  Cooiierative 
Projjram. 

Actually,  a  larger  portion  of  the 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  gi>es 
for  sup|)ort  of  our  state  mission 
work  than  for  the  work  carried  on 
by  the  various  agencies  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Tlie 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  sup¬ 
port  our  state  academies,  colh'ges 
and  universities,  orphanages,  hos¬ 
pitals,  as  well  as  churches,  Sunday 
schools,  and  general  mission  work 
in  the  remote  recesses  of  the  state. 

We  might  appropriately  jiara- 
phrase  a  popular  commercial 
slogan:  “The  Cooperative  Program 
l*,overs  the  Earth.**

almost  dangerous  way  at  Okla¬ 
homa  City  last  year  would  be  con¬ 
tinued  this  year.  But  such  was 
not  the  case.  The  Oklahoma  City 
convention  served  to  jar  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,  both  the  leadership 
and  the  people,  into  more  mature 
consideration  of  our  problems 
rather  than  making  hasty  and  un¬ 
considered  decisions. 

The  .so-called  “Ahlredge  Amend¬ 
ment,**  which  many  thought  would 
have  made  the  'convention  an 
authoritarian  bixly  over  the 
churches  and  which  would  have 
made  creedal  requirements  for 
fellowship  and  which  would  have 
made  laws  regulating  relations  of 
all  coo|>erating  parties  with  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ,  was  not  even  meptined. 

So  much  has  been  said  the  past 
year  about  the  decision  to  meet  in 
San  Francisco  next  year  that  a 
movement  was  expecte<l  to  recon¬ 
sider  and  change  the  meeting 
|)lace.  Such  an  idea  was  not  as 
much  as  hinted  at  in  the  conven¬ 
tion.  (Of  course,  there  was  plenty 
of  talk  about  it  in  the  bull  sessions 
around  the  auditorium!) 

The  report  of  the  committee 
that  recommended  two  new  semi¬ 
naries  could  have  precipitated 
serious  debate,  but  only  one  per¬ 
son  spoke  to  the  report  and  he  did 
not  express  opposition  to  it 

If  Southern  Baptists  will  “re¬ 
member  Chicago*  *an€l  conduct 
themselves  in  the  same  fine  spirit 
in  their  sessions  the  next  few 
years,  we  will  hurdle  many  ob¬ 
stacles  that  could  cause  serious 
trouble  in  our  fellowship.  All-in- 
all  we  are  most  encouraged  with 
the  outlook  for  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  and  we  face  the 
new  year  with  a  confidence  and  a 
new  zeal  for  our  great  cooperative 
mission  cndeavoiir.s. — E<Iitor  W.

To  be  frank,  he  is  doing  an  ex¬ 
cellent  job.  If  the  people  do  not 
know  about  Baptist  work,  it  will 
not  be  the  fault  of  Brother  Mc¬ 
Clellan.  -\nd  the  press  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  Chicago  Convention 
which  he  provided,  aided  and 
abetted  by  Editor  B,  J.  Murrie  of 
the  Illinois  Baptist,  were  the  best 
we  have  seen  in  our  16  years  with 
the  Baptist  Becord.

Final¬ 
ly  the  little  girl  received  a  letter 
from  a  far-off  mission  field.  Said  the 
letter.  “With  your  12  pennies  I  bought 
12  penny  Gospels  of  John.  I  gave  one 
to  each  of  the  little  girls  in  my  class. 
They  read  the  wonderful  story  of 
Jesu.s,  and  today  all  12  of  them  gave 
their  hearts  to  Christ." 

A  beautiful  incident.  Isn't  It?  But 
God's  Word  does  just  that  when  It  gets 
into  the  hearts  of  boys  and  girls 
whether  In  this  land  or  in  the  distant 
land  In  our  territory  In  French  Equa¬ 
torial  Africa  there  are  a  dozen  or  more 
tribal  languages.  In  at  least  two-thrlds 
of  the  Gospel  has  never  been  trans¬ 
lated.  and  In  most  of  them  not  even 
one  book  of  the  New  Testament  has 
ever  been  translated.  It  Is  the  work  of 
a  lifetime:  first  to  learn  the  language, 
and  then  to  translate  a  book  of  the 
Bible  or  the  New  Testament  itself. 

But  after  the  New  Testament  or  the 
Gospel  has  been  translated,  and  has 
been  tsrped  and  prepared  for  printing 
It  costs  thousands  of  dollars  for  every 
Issue  of  the  Gospel  In  another  lan¬ 
guage.  Every  year  we  have  one  or  two 
new  manuscripts  from  the  field  to  be 
printed  and  paid  for.  One  edition  of 
the  New  'Testament  may  cost  from 
two  to  five  thousand  dollars.  We 
would  like  to  have  pennies  and  nickles 
and  dimes  and  dollars  to  help  In  this 
great  work  of  giving  forth  the  Word 
of  Life. — The  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald.

For  some  time 
a  number  of  people  over  the  state  would 
mail  me  their  Record  after  reading  it, 
and  such  a  method  is  bad. 

I  have  had  some  great  eiperiences 
m  the  Sanatorium  for  some  months 
now.  A  great  host  of  patienta  have  ac¬ 
cepted  Christ.  Our  church  here  ba.s  re¬ 
ceived  SIX  as  candidates  for  baptism, 
and  I  have  presented  some  to  other 
churches.  Recently  I  woo  a  man  to 
Christ,  and  he  requested  that  I  write 
Paul  Cranford  at  E)upora  asking  that  he 
he  received  as  a  candidate  for  baptism. 

I  wrote  Craoford  that  afternoon,  he  got 
my  letter  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
received  the  mao  at  prayer  service  that 
night.  About  the  hour  be  was  being  re¬ 
ceived  at  Bupora,  be  died.  He  did  not 
live  30  hours  after  accepting  Christ.  I 
did  not  realise  he  was  that  sick,  ^nday 
afternoon  I  vlsUed  with  a  patient  and 
'prayed  with  her.  She  was  a  Christian. 
When  I  left,  she  asked  me  to  come  back 
Monday  or  Tuesday.  I  told  her  that  I 
planoed  to  be  at  my  son’s  graduation  at 
Bl^sissippl  College  Monday,  but  would 
see  her  TViesday.  Getting  ready  to  go 
to  see  her  today,  I  hac  a  call  that  she 
was  dead.  'There  are  many  other  ex- 
perieoces.  The  big  trouble  la  that  R 
takes  the  entire  visiting  hour  in  seek- 
to  win  ooe  person  to  Christ.  I  have 
bad  a  manber  of  enfldren  of  patients  k> 
seek  out  homes  for.  I  got  two  children 
in  the  Bapttet  Orphanage  ye^rday. 

'There  is  a  lot  of  expense  connected 
with  the  Sanatorium  work — in  telephooe 
calls  about  paUents.  and  trying  bo  get 
patients  children  located  axxl  In  homes, 
along  with  ntacy,  many  letters.  Tripa 
are  made  up  there  several  times  some 
(Mys.  I  spent  a  lot  of  the  $50  per  month 
which  the  Board  provides  (or  this  work 
in  this  manner. 

I  have  been  thinking  about  asking  for 
a  larger  amount  for  Sanatorium  work 
when  the  Board  meets— enough  to  supply 
sufficient  number  at  Records,  and 
enough  to  help  take  care  at  a  lot  of 
expense  that  I  have  in  connecUon  with 
the  work.

legalized  whiskey  causes 

LAW  PROBLEM 

Mississippi  should  profit  by  lessons 
gleaned  from  the  problems  Kansas 
faces.  Among  the  many  promises 
made  by  the  Wets  is  that  legalizing 
whiskey  brings  a  lot  of  money  to  the 
state.  The  liquor  business  has  never 
paid  its  way;  It  is  always  exceedingly 
costly. 

Many  reports  are  coming  out  of 
Kansas  giving  the  true  pltcure  of 
legal  whiskey  wherever  It  goes.  The 
following  is  one  such  report  from 
Wichita. 

LIQUOR  CAUSES  LAW  PROBLEM 
Jones  Blames  Legalization  for  In¬ 
creased  Cost  of  Enforcement 
Legalization  of  liquor  was  cited 
Saturday  by  City  Manager  Monty 
Jones  as  the  major  cause  of  the  in¬ 
creased  cost  of  law  enforcement  in 
Wichita. 

The  manager  said  that  police 
operations  in  Wichita  in  1950  have 
already  Increased  more  than  $51,- 
000  above  the  budget  appropriation, 
and  the  city  last  week  filed  an 
emergency  request  with  the  state 
commission  of  revenue  and  taxation 
for  funds  to  provide  10  additional 


patrolmen  and  equipment. 

This  $51,000,  the  manager  said, 
combined  with  the  $26,00  necessary 
for  the  10  additional  men  and  equip¬ 
ment  will  cause  the  1950  police  budget 
to  soar  near  the  $718,000  mark. 

As  an  indication  of  added  enforce¬ 
ment  requirements  brought  about  by 
the  legalizing  of  liquor,  the  manager 
cited  12  burglaries  and  six  robberies 
of  liquor  stores  In  Wichita  since  last 
July. 

In  the  field  of  general  enforcement, 
Jones  said,  arrests  for  intoxication 
are  up  40  per  cent  over  the  corres¬ 
ponding  period  of  1949  and  arrests 
for  drunk  driving  are  up  76  per  cent. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  a  relatively 
small  part  of  the  needed  increase 
in  expenditure  ts  being  borne  by  the 
city’s  share  of  the  two  per  cent  liquor 
enforcement  tax.  To  date,  approxi¬ 
mately  $21,000  has  been  received  by 
the  city  from  this  source,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  total  liquor  revenue 
received  by  the  city  in  1950  will 
amount  to  only  approximately  $40,- 
000  as  contrasted  with  $77,000  in¬ 
crease  in  police  department  expendi¬ 
tures.

THE  BROTHERHOOD  GROWS  UP 
By  LAWSON  H.  COOKE 

’The  Chicago  Convention  took  a 
very  significant  action  regarding  the 
Brotherhood.  Our  status  was  changed 
from  that  of  a  standing  committee  to 
that  of  a  commission,  aird  the  name 
was  changed  from  the  Baptist  Broth¬ 
erhood  of  the  South  to  simply  Baptist 
Brotherhood.  ’This  is  perhaps  •  the 
most  far-reaching  thing  that  has 
happened  in  the  history  6f  the  Broth¬ 
erhood  Movement  since  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  its  predecessor,  the  Laymen’s 
Missionary  Movement',  back  in  1907. 

As  a  standing  committee,  the 
Brotherhood  was  of  course  under  the  o 
control  and  direction  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  all  members  of 
the  committee  being  elected  annually 
by  the  convention.  But  technically  we 
were  not  an  agency  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  The  ageiwies,  under  the  con¬ 
vention  Constitution  -and  By-laws, 
consist  of  boards,  institutions,  aivd 
commissions — not  committees.  So  be¬ 
ing  a  commission,  the  Brotherhood 
b  now  an  integral  part  of  the  or¬ 
ganizational  structure  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.

Dr.  Abernathy  Safe  From  Korea, 
''No  Bullet  Holes,  No  Boggage" 


Richmond,  Virginia — (BP) — The 
John  A.  Abernathy  family.  Southern 
Baptists’  only  missionaries  In  Korea, 
arrived  safely  at  Fukuoka,  Japan,  a 
few  days  after  fighting  started  In 
Seoul,  the  capital  city.  According  to 
Baker  James  Cauthen,  secretary  to 
the  Orient,  they  came  out  with  the 


army  of  evacuation  without  “bullet 
holes  or  baggage.” 

They  will  remain  in  Japan  until 
the  Korean  situation  clarifies.  Mean¬ 
while,  according  to  Dr.  Cauthen, 
plans  for  sending  new  missionary 
personnel  to  Japan  are  unchanged. 
There  will  be  sailings  of  new  mU- 
alonaries  In  August  as  scheduled.

President  Asked  To 
End  'Silence'  On 
Vatican  Envoy 

Washington,  D.  C.  — (RNS)-Preri, 
dent  Truman  was  urged  here  to  end 
his  “silence”  on  the  question  of  * 
U.  S.  envoy  to  the  Vatican. 

The  request  was  made  by  Dr.  Glenn 
L.  Archer,  executive  director  of  Pro- 
testants  and  other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and  State,' 
in  a  telegram  to  the  President. 

Dr.  Archer  told  Mr.  Truman  that 
“your  continued  silence  on  the  ques¬ 
tion”  has  caused  ‘increasing  tension 
among  religious  groups." 

"Virtually  every  Protestant  denomi¬ 
nation  In  this  country  ha.s  condemn¬ 
ed  the  mission  to  the  Vatican  as  an 
infringement  of  our  constitutional 
liberties;"  Dr.  Archer  said.  “I  join 
them  and  all  other  good  citizens  in 
urging  you  to  end,  once  and  for  all, 
the  10-year  anomaly  of  semi-official 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  Vatl- 


Carolina,  a  graduate  of  Wake  Forest
